f the Foreign Office have good reason to 
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both the size of the Committee and the place of 
lts meeting, but most of all perhaps by the 
decision whether we are to be full Members of 

the Committee or merely represented by persons to 
provide it with evidence and to answer its 
questions. 


Our present view however is that Martin, the 
Assistant Under Secretary of State here resvonsible 
for Middle Eastern affairs, could quite well be 
entrusted with the leadership of our Delegation or 
"Team of Experts", and, so far as our interests 
are concerned, we should be well content to leave 
hat role to him, assisted of course by a 
representative of the Foreign Office and at least 
One officer from Palestine. 


You may, I imagine, be prepared to agree to 
the choice of Martin if the United Kingdom is not 
to be a member of the Committee or other body 
appointed by the General Assembly. Should you 
feel that, in the event of United Kingdom membe r- 
ship of the Committee some other leader of our 
Delegation would be more appropriate, you may be 
able to offer some suggestions which I should then 
like to have an opportunity of discussing with 
you. 

5559/Se8e/31) of 
the 4th or duly about the composition of the British 
delegation to Geneva if His Majesty's Government 
present evidence there to the United Nations Conmittee 
on Palestine. 
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
